In the SpeedWay line we have combined ample 
power with correct details of design — insuring the 
life of SpeedWay Electric Tools, thus giving satisfac¬ 
tion to our customers. 

Motors: are series wound — practically impossible 
to stall under the most severe working conditions. 
Gears: alloy steel heat treated running in grease. 
Easily changed if necessary. 

Switch: special quick make-and-break — always 
directly under operator’s thumb. 

Brushes: large, square spring feed. 

Lubrication: is done by oiling cups and grease 
packing and is very simple. 

Ventilation : is well taken care of in these Speed- 
Way Drills, insuring a cool motor. 



Lead Cord: flexible but 
extremely tough cable as 
nearly indestructible as 
possible. 


Housings: are, in most 
cases, made of aluminum, 
making for light weight 
with strength.
